In an attempt to limit card 
playing ‘to after 1:30 p.m. each 
school day in hopés that the af- 
ternoon limit would slowly kill the 
card playing habit, Bud Dowling, 
Freshman class president, motion- 
ed to restrict card playing on 
campus to after 1:30 p.m., limited 
to the student lounge only. 

A tie vote followed. Chairman 
Grizzelle defeated the motion by 
voting against the motion.

SAC Observatory 


A contract will be awarded 
soon for the moving of the SAC 
observatory from the high school 
campus to its new location west of 
building U and the adjacent park- 
ing lot. 

The observatory, with its eight 
inch refracting-type telescope and 
movable dome is one of the few 
college observatories in this area 
and has been used by neighboring 
colleges and SAC _ astronomy 
classes since the early 1920’s. 

Until the early 30’s the obser- 
vatory stood on the Lemon 
Heights estate of the late Santa 
Ana attorney, Clyde Bishop. Upon 
Bishop’s death it was donated to 
the college and was moved to the 
high school, which was also the 
SAC campus at that time. 

Mrs. Jennie Lasby Tassman, 
now retired but then SAC astron- 
omy instructor, was instrumental 
in securing the observatory.
